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leave  Boston  this  month  to  settle  with  her  husband  who  works  in  California. 


Preparing  for  a  litter  fight 

Boston  is  nearly  ready  to  fine  polluters

As  more  snow  and  ice  melt  with  each 
passing  day,  it  becomes  more  apparent 
how  littered  the  streets  of  Chinatown 
really  are. 

Red  shreds  of  paper  from  Chinese  New 
Year  fireworks  still  pollute  the  streets  as 
well  as  every  other  imaginable  type  of 
garbage  dumped  by  residents,  businesses, 
and  passers-by. 

In  spite  of  the  magnitude  of  the  trash 
problem,  the  city  won’t  be  cracking  down 
on  this  anytime  before  the  spring.  The 
only  discouraging  tactic  officers  have  for 
litterers  is  handing  out  warnings. 

Richard  Iannella  of  Code  Enforcement, 
the  city  department  that  gives  out  tickets 
for  improper  garbage  disposal  and  insuf¬ 
ficient  snow  removal,  said  fines  have  not 
been  issued  yet  because  the  city  is  waiting 
for  the  final  hookup  of  a  computer  system 
to  serve  various  City  Hall  departments. 

The  computer  management  informa¬ 
tion  system  will  link  up  Code  Enforce¬ 
ment,  City  Hall,  which  will  provide  in¬ 
formation  about  building  owners,  and  the 
Boston  Housing  Court,  which  collects  the 


fines  that  go  to  the  state. 

“We’re  just  about  ready  to  start  the 
fines,”  said  Jim  Vrabel  of  the  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services.  “Right  now 
we’re  asking  Code  Enforcement  to  issue 
warnings  to  make  citizens  aware  about 
these  problems.” 

Vrabel  could  not  name  the  day  the 
computer  system  will  start  operation, 
roughly  estimating  it  will  begin  sometime 
in  the  spring. 

But  while  the  city  waits,  Iannella 
pointed  out,  “On  the  whole  Boston  is 
very  dirty  now.”  His  thoughts  were 
echoed  in  Chinatown.  “This  is  all  pretty 
standard  for  this  time  of  the  year,”  said 
Amy  Guen  of  the  Chinatown  Beautifica¬ 
tion  Coordinating  Committee. 

Before  the  creation  of  Code  Enforce¬ 
ment  last  year,  littering  was  dealt  with 
like  a  crimminal  offense.  Police  dragged 
litterers  to  court  who  were  cited  by  the 
Office  of  Inspectional  Services.  Through 
Code  Enforcement  the  city  is  able  to 
charge  violators  of  pollution  laws  in  a 
noncrimminal  way,  much  like  how  police 
write  up  tickets  for  automobile  drivers 
who  have  broken  basic  traffic  laws. 


- Dueling  with  drugs  and  crime 

Coalition  aims  to  pare  down  these  troubles 
in  the  Southeast  Asian  community 


“The  load  is  heavy  while  the 
way  is  long,”  says  Ton-That  An 
quoting  a  Chinese  proverb  that 
describes  the  difficult  task  that 
lies  ahead  for  a  new  coalition  of 
Asian  groups. 

Frustrated  by  mounting  pro¬ 
blems  of  alcohol  abuse,  drug 
abuse  and  gambling  in  the  im¬ 
migrant  community,  a  consor¬ 
tium  of  mostly  Vietnamese 
organizations  have  merged  to 
form  the  Southeast  Asian  Com¬ 
munity  Protection  against  Crime 
and  Drug  Abuse. 

“Our  problems  have  reached 
a  serious  degree,”  says  Ton- 
That  who  chairs  the  Boston  area 
coalition  that  was  formed  in 
mid-January.  “We  have  to  sit 
down  and  solve  them  our  way.” 

Ton-That,  who  came  to  Bos¬ 
ton  from  Vietnam  in  1975  and 
works  for  the  International  In¬ 
stitute,  says  Asian  organizations 
finally  decided  to  get  together 
and  rival  with  these  “real  pro¬ 
blems.” 

Statistics  are  unavailable,  but 
some  Vietnamese  assert  there  is 
a  noticeable  degeneration  in 
their  community  because  of 
drugs  and  gambling. 

“I  never  heard  of  these  dif¬ 
ficulties  when  I  first  came 
here,”  says  Ton-That.  Such 
woes  existed  before,  he  says,  but 
not  like  today’s  proportions. 

“These  problems  undermine 
the  whole  society.  Part  of  the  ad¬ 
justment  to  a  new  society  is 
becoming  contributing  citizens. 
But  all  of  this  just  jeopardizes 

the  whole  process,”  Ton-That 

adds. 

* 

While  the  media  have  looked 


at  how  underworld  crimminals 
assail  the  Vietnamese  communi¬ 
ty,  Ton-That  believes  these 
troubles  affect  only  a  small  part 
of  the  population,  namely  mer¬ 
chants.  Substance  abuse  and 
gambling,  in  contrast,  have  an 
impact  on  the  community  at 
large. 

What  is  causing  this  over- 
indulgence?  “Young  people 
without  direction,”  says  Ton- 
That.  Another  cause,  he  con¬ 
tinues,  is  the  lack  of  social 
discipline  here.  “We  come  from 
a  very  structured  society,  from  a 
place  where  such  things  are 
stigmatized.  In  America,  it  can 
be  dangerous  when  people  are 
not  used  to  freedom.” 

“The  American 
dream  is  not  only 
growing  up  and 
benefiting  from  a  free 
society,  but  also  con¬ 
tributing  something.”

These  difficulties  are  not  only 
affect  Vietnamese,  but  society  as 
a  whole,  says  Maria  Nguyen,  a 
Vietnamese  bilingual  counselor 
at  Brighton  High  School.  “They 
are  universal;  they  transcend 
skin  color.” 

Still,  it  is  critical  such  an 
organization  exists,  Nguyen 
says.  "We  can  reach  out  to  our 
people  more  efficiently.  We 
know  the  culture  factor,  the 
language.  The  more  resources 
we  can  put  in  our  youth,  the  bet¬ 
ter.” 


Vo  Dinh  Chau  of  the  Viet¬ 
namese  American  Civic 
Association  says  it  is  the  aim  of 
the  coalition  to  bring  in  more 
Asian  organizations.  Not  only 
Southeast  Asians,  but  Chinese 
and  others  who  can  lend  support 
to  this  new-made  effort. 

The  coalition  is  guided  by 
three  main  principles.  One,  it 
believes  most  crime  in  the  Viet¬ 
namese  community  is  rooted  in 
gambling  and  drug  abuse.  Se¬ 
cond,  it  asserts  such  problems 
can  be  reduced  through  firm  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  law  and  com-

Chinese  seek  high-level  government  appointments 


A  movement  to  encourage 
future  presidential  candidates 
to  appoint  Chinese- 
Americans  to  high  positions 
seems  to  be  gaining  momen¬ 
tum  around  Boston  as  up  to 
200  signatures  of  support 
have  been  collected,  said 
Sophia  Ho,  an  organizer. 

The  Interim  Committee  for 
Chinese  Americans,  a  broad 
coalition  of  Chinese  in¬ 
dividuals,  produced  a 
declaration  last  November 
stating  Chinese-Americans 
should  withdraw  their 
monetary  contributions  and 
other  support  to  future 
presidential  candidates  unless 
they  receive  assurances  from 
them  that  Chinese  will  be 
brought  into  the  government. 

The  group  is  the  brainchild 


of  S.B.  Woo,  lieutenant 
governor  of  Delaware  and  a 
Democrat,  and  Anna  Chen- 
nault,  a  leading  Asian- 
American  Republican.  They 
say  that  Chinese-Americans 
contribute  15  percent  of  the 
dollars  used  in  presidential 
campaigns,  while  they  repre¬ 
sent  just  over  1.5  percent  of 
the  population. 

Given  this  disproportion,  it 
is  only  fitting,  they  say,  that 
the  presidential  candidates 
for  1988  recognize  this  con¬ 
tribution  and  appoint  no  less 
than  three  Chinese  to  top- 
ranking  positions  in  govern¬ 
ment. 

Positions  that  should  be 
filled  are  assistant  secretary 
to  a  cabinet  post  or  higher; 
membership  in  the  National 


Science  Board,  the  Civil 
Rights  Commission,  or  the 
Equal  Employment  Oppor¬ 
tunity  Commission;  policy¬ 
making  slots  in  the  Immigra¬ 
tion  and  Naturalization 
Serivce,  Small  Business  Ad¬ 
ministration,  or  Minority 
Business  Development  Agen¬ 
cy;  and  federal  judgeships. 

“We  consider  this  a  very 
modest  request,”  said  Ho. 
“Asians  have  long  been 
donating  money  in  the  past, 
but  we  haven’t  asked  for 
anything  in  return.” 

The  next  step  of  the  coali¬ 
tion,  which  is  now  collecting 
signatures,  will  be  mapped 
out  at  a  meeting  on  March 
21-22  in  Monterey  Park, 
Calif.

Asian  scientists  make 
‘super’  discovery 

A  team  of  scientists  mostly 
comprised  of  Asian-Americans 
says  it  made  a  breakthrough  in 
developing  a  superconductive 
compound  that  suggests  wide- 
ranging  commercial  applications 
once  fully  developed. 

Superconductors  can  transmit 
electricity  long  distances  with 
only  a  marginal  loss  of  power. 
Today’s  superconductors  are 
kept  cool  with  liquid  helium,  an 
expensive,  less  efficient,  and 
volatile  substance. 

The  team  led  by  Dr.  Paul 
C.W.  Chu  of  the  University  of 
Houston  and  Dr.  Mau-Kuen  Wu 
of  the  University  of  Alabama 
says  it  created  a  compound  at 
normal  atmospheric  pressure 
and  at  a  temperature  produced 
with  cheap  coolants  like  liquid 
nitrogen. 

Dr.  Chu  has  filed  a  patent  ap¬ 
plication  and  will  reveal  the 
results  of  the  finding  in  the  jour¬ 
nal  Physical  Review  Letters 
sometime  soon.  Chu  and  Wu  say 
a  superconductive  wire  could  be 
developed  from  their  compound 
in  a  few  years.

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What’s  next  for  garage? 


Before  it  makes  its  next 
move,  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  waits 
to  hear  what  response  comes 
out  of  the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  over  a  con¬ 
troversial  parking  garage 
plan  for  Chinatown. 

“They  know  we’re  anxious 
to  see  what  they  come  up 
with,”  said  Marilyn  Lee- 
Tom,  council  executive 
director. 

Last  month  the  CNC  voted 
to  end  negotiations  with 
NEMC  on  its  garage  project, 
saying  the  talks  yielded  no 
promises  of  community 
benefits  for  Chinatown  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  a  new  YMCA  facili¬ 
ty. 

After  the  CNC  vote, 
NEMC,  pressed  by  a 
deadline  to  pick  a  construc¬ 
tion  site,  sent  a  letter  to  the 
BRA  asking  for  tentative 
designation  for  the  conten¬ 
tious  Nassau  street  location. 

“NEMC  hopes  to  work 


with  the  community  and  the 
BRA  to  develop  a  project  that 
meets  Medical  Center  and 
community  needs,”  said  the 
NEMC  letter,  leaving  open 
the  possibility  it  would  con¬ 
sider  alternative  locations. 

The  CNC  is  asking  com¬ 
munity  groups  in  Chinatown 
to  support  the  CNC  position 
on  the  garage,  but  it  is  not 
mounting  an  opposition  cam¬ 
paign  since  it  awaits  a  BRA 
reaction  to  their  vote. 

The  BRA’s  reply  to  the 
CNC  can  spell  out  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  an  easy  or 
difficult  battle  against  the 
garage  since  the  agency  can 
stop  the  project. 

Despite  what  the  CNC  says 
about  the  garage,  NEMC 
plans  to  provide  a  new  facili¬ 
ty  for  the  YMCA.  “We  don’t 
think  we  can  develop  in 
Chinatown  without  giving 
benefits,”  said  Judith 
Kurland  of  the  medical 
center.

munity  education. 

Lastly,  youth  problems  should 
be  corrected  through  effective 
rehabilitation  programs.  The 
group  says  youngsters  are  not  to 
be  ignored  and  branded 
“gangsters”  if  they  become  in¬ 
volved  in  crime. 

The  neophyte  coalition  will 
spend  the  next  few  months 
organizing  itself.  Eight  groups 
have  sent  representatives  to  the 
coalition,  and  a  five-person 
committee  has  been  appointed  to 
oversee  the  entire  group.  Its 
members  are  Ton-That,  chair, 
Mai  My-Nhung,  from  the 
Boston  Asian  Refugee  Coali¬ 
tion,  Pham  Thu  Dang  and 
Truong  Van-lan,  of  Dien-Hong 
Foundation,  and  Vo  Dinh  Chau 
of  VACA. 

The  coalition’s  first  initiative 
is  asking  its  envoys  to  talk  to 
their  separate  organizations  to 
hear  suggestions  on  ways  to 
tackle  their  problems.

Chinatown  burglaries  increased  last  year 


Statistics  from  the  Boston 
Police  confirm  complaints  by 
many  shopowners  that 
burglaries  have  risen  dramatical¬ 
ly  in  Chinatown  over  the  past 
year. 

A  police  list  of  major  crimes 
around  Chinatown  shows  that 
burglaries  increased  66  percent 
in  1986  over  the  year  before 
(176  incidents  in  1986,  com¬ 
pared  with  117  in  1985). 

The  number  of  auto  thefts  also 
grew  from  339  in  1985  to  362  in 
1986,  a  seven  percent  increase. 
Other  major  crimes  such  as 


Youth,  Vietnamese  Merchants 
Group,  Vietnamese  Parent  Ad¬ 
visory  Council,  Vietnamese 
Students  of  Brighton  High,  and 
Vietnamese  Van-Hanh  Buddhist 
Youth. 

Other  groups  that  have  ex¬ 
pressed  their  intention  to  join  are 
the  Vietnamese  Association  in 
Lowell  and  the  Vietnamese 
Veterans. 

Says  Ton-That  of  the  organiz- 


larceny  and  assaults  generally 
remained  the  same. 

Conversely,  robberies  fell  24 
percent  between  1985  to  1986, 
decreasing  from  255  reported 
cases  in  1985  to  195  in  1986. 
Homicides  and  rapes  also 
declined  from  1985  to  1986. 

The  figures  show  reported 
crimes  within  the  area  bordered 
by  Washington,  Essex,  Hudson, 
and  Marginal  streets,  with  some 
exceptions.  It  should  be  noted 
the  information  includes  crim- 
minal  acts  reported  in  the  Com¬ 
bat  Zone.
